In this connection Robinson of Massachu­ 
setts read a telegram which he had received, 
stating that there was now being transmitted 
to the House a communication from the 
Secretary of War with information that 34.­ 
700 feet of dyke had been carried away at 
Plum Point. 
Belmont reported back the resolution call­ 
ing for information regar iirg so mueh of the 
Hawaiian treaty as relates to Sandwich Isl­ 
and sugar. Adopted. 
Miller, from the Committee on Electionp, 
submitted a report on the South Carolina 
contested election case of Lee ve. Richardsor, 
granting contestant leave to withdraw his 
papers without prejudice. 
On motion of Kelley, billa were passed for 
the admission free of duty of articles intend­ 
ed for the industrial expositions to be held 
in Louisville and Denver. 
The H uso then proceeded to the consider­ 
ation of the sundry civil appropriation bill. 
Hod C loud’s A ppeal. 
W ashington, February 24th.—The Sioux 
chief, Rod Cloud, had a hearing before the 
Committee on Appropriations to-day. 
Ho is 
seeking payment for horeee, blankets, etc., 
taken for tbe use of the Government by 
General Crook. 
He spoke through an inter­ 
preter, and was quite earnest in his manner. 
He began : " l a m Chief Rod Cloud ; look at 
me,” and then went on to urge that, though 
not a man of education or cultivador, he had 
good common sense and business capacity, 
and was able to take cire of the affairs of his 
people. 
He therefore protested againRt the 
recommendation of the committee to Secre­ 
tary Teller that the money which they re­ 
ported as justly due. the Government should 
use for purchases of cons and farming ms- 
terials for the reservation. 
The committee 
decided not to take action on account of the 
shortness of the session, but told him he must 
oome befóte the next Congress. 
This was a 
disappointing announcement, which tbe chief 
took far more good-naturedly than would 
have been the case with many white claim­ 
ants. The following is Red Cloud's formal 
address, which he brought in writing, and 
an elaboration of which hiB spoken testimony 
was: 
Washington (D. C.), February 20, 1883. 
To Law Chief: 1 am an Indian. Look at me. 
My name is Ited Cioud. I have sense. The Gov­ 
ernment. through General Crook, in 1S76, took 
wrongfully 6G5 horses from me and my people. I 
have sense ; so have tpy people. 
I represent them, 
i am in debt and have a large family. Secrctary 
Telier asks me to take cows for my horses. 
If the 
Government gives me all the cows they have al­ 
ready promised, I will have more kine than we cm 
milk. I am a man of sense. I want money to pay 
my debts. The law chief should pay, not in cows, 
but in cash. I am at peace. 
Let me remain thus.

W itness: Laramie. 
Sq uafters In In d ia n T erritory. 
L ittle R ock (Ark.) February 24ib.—Ad­ 
vices from Indian Territory report mnch un­ 
easiness among a certain c!&»s of occupants of 
the territoiy, known as “ squatters,” many 
of whom have made ittheir place of residence 
for years. A list of such, tum berirg over 
2,000 names, has been sent to Commissioner 
Price, asking him to have them removed. 
The Commissioner proposes to have Congress 
appoint a committee to investigate the mat­ 
ter.

ters obtained the consent of Indians to im­ 
prove lands and erect buildings, they ought 
to be recompensed before removal, but where 
they have taken possession without consent 
th cy ought to be ejected at once.

N ew Y ork, February 24th.—A large num­ 
ber of peorle assembled to-nigbt at Salmi 
Morse’s “ Residence” to witness the dress 
rehearsal of the “ Passion Play,” All the 
seats were occupied and a large crowd gath­ 
ered in the Btreet. 
A strm g force of police 
was inside the building in citfzrns’ dress. 
While tbe femes were being fixed the actors 
in costume discussed the probabilities. Later 
Morse and his counsel appeared, followed by 
Police Captain Williams. 
Williams an­ 
nounced that as soon as the curtain wa3 
raised he would arrest Mcree, and if the per­ 
formers persisted in going on he would arreet 
them. 
When the scene was ready the stage 
was cleared of all but those who were to take 
part in the rehearsal. 
Simon, Caiaphas, 
John, Anna, the Prophets, Joseph, Mary, 
the Levite8 and the multitude took th?ir 
places and all was pronounced “ ready.’’ 
The curtain went up, disclosing the chamber 
of the temple.

THOUGHTS 
ABOUT THEATER 3, 


A recent dramatic engagement in this 
city—that of Madame Ellmenreioh—has 
(riven emphasis to the fact that the com­ 
m unity is ready to recognize merit, and is 
responsive to the true in art. 
The intelli­ 
g e n c e of the people has been vindicated, if 
th at were needed, by this appreciation on 
the part of the masses of real worth on the 
stage. 
It is such recognition and appreci­ 
ation that should impress managers with 
the truth that dram atis tastes have not 
declined. 
I t is popular to lay the charge 
at the doors of the people th a t they are 
irresponsive to the call of genius in the 
meritorious drama, preferring the trivial 
and the merely amusing. 
The truth is, 
th at the 
people 
always prefer to be 
entertained and enlightened, rather than 
merely amused. 
A dramatio performance 
which moves on the higher plane of that 
a rt both entertains and enlightens. 
If it 
is pure it elevates and refines ; if it is true 
it fertilizes the mind and refreshes it. 
It 
is not true that the Btage is forced to re­ 
spond to the demand of the pnblic for the 
low, for the response to representations that 
are vulgar or trivial is made by but a por­ 
tion of any community, and one half of that 
part protests at the time. 
The tem pt­ 
ation 
to 
descend 
is 
always 
be­ 
fore 
the 
stage, 
however, 
because 
the modem manager persistently addresses 
the lower nature, assuming to believe 
ttat only on the lower levels is his treasury 
to find recompense for his enterprise. 
Hence out of the “ sensational,” “ star,” 
“ specialty ” and “ combination ” business 
has grown the system th at made the con­ 
tinued existence of the old-time sterling 
stock company impossible. 
W hen, there­ 
fore, one entitled to the respect of intelli­ 
gence and culture—as in the ca23 
of 
Madame Ellmenreich—appears, note how 
difficult it is to secure corresponding sup­ 
port. 
The reason for this is obvious. 
It 
is not that the school of the drama is in­ 
capable of producing sterling actors, but 
because a few unscrupulous and all-con­ 
trolling managers of the era have, by con­ 
stant pandering to low tastés, left no place, 
on the Pacific slope at least, for the honestly 
ambitions stock actor. As a result we have 
indifferent, ill-assorted, strolling compa­ 
nies, made up of odd sorts of people, w ith­ 
out home, am bition or concern for an art, 
the shadow over w hich is so deep and wide­ 
spread th at such lights as Ellm enreich, 
Modjeska, Booth, and the few great ar­ 
tists of the day, whose aims are high and 
who labor to m aintain the dignity of 
th eir art, w hen they do reach these shores 
shine the more brilliantly by contrast with 
th e surrounding gloom. 
B at not infre­ 
quently these are affected by a tim idity re­ 
su ltin g from the pernicious influences re­ 
ferred to, and hence it is that even such 
ss the lady in question venture perhaps 
upon Schiller’s “ M ary S tuart,” are re­ 
strained from farther experiment, and con­ 
clude an engagement w ith repeated presen­ 
tations of pictures of intrigue and scandal 
a t the French court os the last century, to 
the exclusion of plays from the pens oí the 
masters in dram atic literatu re, 


Gilbert L. Lansing, in the Popular Sci­ 
ence Monthly for March, considers, in the 
leading article of the number, the growth 
and effect of railway consolidation, and 
especially the railroad question in Califor­ 
nia. 
He points out th at the charge of the 
politician th at the railroads are operated 
against the interest of communities is an 
error. 
H e makes clear the distinction be­ 
tween legal and natural monopolies ; the 
one being absolute by law, the other under 
the free and equal operation of the laws of 
nature and the land, becanse they monopo­ 
lize business by doing it more expeditiously 
and satisfactorily than others can. 
So far 
as they fail in this, they are not monopo­ 
lies. Tnere should not, therefore, he holds, 
be associated with the idea of natural 
monopolies the old hatred against legal 
monopolies. 
Combination and consolida­ 
tion being the spirit of monopoly, the pnb­ 
lic assumes that it is therefore opposed to 
the common good; but they contain the 
actual substance of 
natural monopoly, 
which is snch from its merits and benefits, 
and not from privilege. 
H e then points 
out that consolidations produce responsi­ 
bility, uniformity of service, economy in 
operations, and the minimum of tariffs, 
and these 
are 
the 
essential require­ 
ments 
of 
the 
public 
good, 
and 
these the public constantly receive from 
great corporations. 
These lines indicate 
but the opening argument of one of the 
ablest of essays on the absorbing railroad 
question. 
Mr. Lansing concludes that 
there is 
an increasing number of in­ 
quiring minds who have come to look with 
distrust upon the statem ents of politicians 
and the opinions of the unthinking press, 
and that popular judgm ent which is based 
upon misinformation furnished by these. 
He holds that the railroad, heretofore gen­ 
erally untrammeled by restrictive legisla­ 
tion, has been productive of more benefi­ 
cent results to the country at large than 
the most sanguine enthusiast of a genera­ 
tion ago would have dreamed. 
As a hu­ 
man institution it has contained also the 
faults common to humanity. 
These ex­ 
perience and interest will in time reduce to 
a minimum. 
I t is a popular error that 
railroad companies raise and lower rates at 
pleasure. 
The tru th is "they are abso­ 
lutely controlled by those general economic 
laws, through the operation o f which erery 
one is seeking his own good tender terms as 
nearly equal as is allowed by nature itself; 
and their interests can only be advanced by 
advancing also the interests o f their patrons," 
I t is a popular fallacy that as consolida­ 
tion of roads has progressed rates have in­ 
creased, but precisely the contrary is the 
fact. 
In 1882 the average freight rate od 
the Central Pacific Railroad was 2.9G, but 
in 1881 fell to 2.16, or eight-tenths of a 
cent a ton per mile on the average. 
This 
was a reduction on local traffic, generally 
supposed to bo beyond the effects of com­ 
petition, for the increase of local tonnage 
in th at period was 216 per cent., while the 
increase of receipts from that source v. as 
but 162 per cent. 
H ad the average rate of 
1872 been maintained on the freight traffic 
for 1SS1, the increased receipts would have 
been $5,SG6,2S7 more in 1881 than they 
were. 
This, then, represents an actual 
eaving 
in 
th at

producers and produce shippers and the 
commerce of this coast, of an amount equal 
to th at sum. 
H ad the old rate been main­ 
tained, the dividends of the company would 
have been in 1 SSI 16 per cent, instead of 6 
percent. 
I t is charged by the “ anti-mo­ 
nopoly ” press of this State, so called, that 
the Central Pacific rates are higher, to an 
unreasonable degree, than the charges of 
Eastern trunk lines. 
Let us see w hat is 
the fact. 
The lowest average rates in the 
United States are on the lines between the 
Atlantic and the W est. 
Now the revenue 
depends on the thing it is charged npon, 
more than on the rate charged. In 1SS0 the 
average rate on those Eastern roads was 88­ 
100 of a cent per m ile; on the Central Pacific 
Railroad it was 2 54-100 cents. 
B ut the 
Eastern roads hauled per mile 1,989,851 
tons, while the Central Pacific Railroad 
hauled but 229,050 tons. 
The average rate 
at the East was therefore two and a half 
times less, but the tonnage was eight 
and a half times greater. 
To haul this 
tonnage the 
Eastern 
roads, in a ma­ 
jority of cases, had to operate but 1,010 
miles, while the Central Pacific Railroad 
operated 2,467 miles—the latter operated 
in A country with an average population of 
two to four to the square mile, while the 
Eastern roads operated where there was an 
average population of fifty to eighty to the 
square mile. 
These natural conditions, it 
is therefore seen, have been greatly over­ 
come by a system of consolidation, for 
under one management and system that 
can be accomplished, to the mutual inter­ 
est of transporter and producer, not possi­ 
ble to a number of small lines of limited 
capacity, and necessarily increased risk to 
limited capital invested. 
This is shown in 
the case of Massachusetts, where there 
are sixty-four companies. 
Compared with 
California with one system, practically, 
the mileage operated íb found to be about 
the same. 
The Massachusetts companies 
carry thirteen per cent, more of tons, and 
the earnings are nineteen per cent, more 
than in California ; and yet the rates in 
Massachusetts (average) are 13-10 of a 
cent higher than on the Central Pacific 
Railroad system, and this though the 
through traffic on the Bay State roads was 
5S per cent., while on the Central Pacific 
Railroad it was bat 39 per cent, of the 
whole—it being well understood, of oouree, 
that the lowest rates are to be ascertained 
from the through traffic, on which, invari­ 
ably, they prevail.

The E m ergen cy R u le. 
W a s h in g to n , February 25th.— To-mor­ 
row ’a House will be asked to adopt the emer­ 
gency rule reported from the Committee on 
Rules by a majority vote yesterday.

passage of the rule, extraordinary as it is. It 
provides that the majority may suspend the 
ruleB, which ordinarily requires a two-thirds 
vote, to refer the tariff bill to a committee of 
conference, and

men, it 
stipulates 
that 
if 
the 
motion shall fail the bill shall remain upon 
the Speaker’s table. I t denies to the major­ 
ity of the House favoring concurrence in the 
Senate amendment the powers explicitly con­ 
ferred npon the majority, if one can bis ob­ 
tained to non-ccncur in the same. 
Its in­ 
justice is privately admitted by the Repub­ 
licans as well as publicly avowed by the Dem­ 
ocrats, but the majority plead in justification 
an 
emergency requiring unusual action, 
None of the Repnblican leaders seem able to 
predict with any degree of certainty the fate 
of the proposed rule. It is known that six or 
eight members of the Pennsylvania delega­ 
tion, 
who 
are 
opposed 
to 
anything 
that will help revise the tariff this ses­ 
sion, will vote against tho proposed rule. The 
discussion in the Houss to-morrow may in - 
dace some of these gentlemen to support it, 
or it may have a contrary effect. The debate 
will be spicy, and the Democrats will show 
the weakness of the Republican position, un­ 
less the rule is adopted and the bill Bent to a 
conference committee. The Senate on Tues­ 
day will request the House to return the bill, 
bo that a few errors made in ongrossing it 
may be corrected. When these corrections 
are made, it will be returned to the House, in 
the expectation that it ultimately will be 
passed by a two-thirds majority. The Penn­ 
sylvania meB, who aro at present carrying 
thiügs with a high hand, may learr, before 
they are through with the bill, that it is dan­ 
gerous to monkey with a buzz saw.

Wednesday morning following tbe departure 
of the Glamorgan a tremendous sea struck 
her, carrying away the foremast, all the 
ventilators, the fore and main winches and 
pipes, bridges and rails, and flooding all be­ 
low decks. Friday, Saturday and Sunday 
succeeding, the wind and sea increased its 
fury, and the vessel hove to. 
Monday the 
weather moderated, and a few miles were 
made. Tuesday the storm returned with in­ 
creased violence, and a very high sea was 
running. 
Thomas C6urtley, the Chief Engineer, 
says : Tfce boatswain’s store-rooms, pnssen- 
ger-room, all the aft rails and the deck-house 
abaft the mainmast wore stove in, the front 
wheelhousa smashed, and th9 steering geai 
broken. The forward main bunker hatches 
were bursted. The ship also opened up fore 
and aft, through which the water poured, 
stopping the engines, and leaving the vessel 
in 
the 
trough 
of 
tha 
eea. 
All 
hands wers ordered to bail water with 
buckets, but sea after sea filled her again fore 
and aft. At daylight we got sails over the 
hatches and other openings, to keep out the 
water, but they gave way. The day was then 
spent by tfce passengers and crew in baling 
and working the pumps, and despite all ex­ 
ertions tha water gained. Ou Thursday the 
weather moderated. 
We boarded up the 
hatches and kept up a steady bailing. 
One 
pump was kept going, the others being broken 
or choked. That night we had to give np 
working the only pump, as the sea was break­ 
ing heavily over the vessel, end there was no 
shelter for those on deck. 
On Friday, tbe 
weather again moderating, all hands were 
called to tbe pumps, and the damages to tbe 
hatch covering repaired. About noon a steam­ 
er hove in sight, and bore (Iowd. I t proved 
to be the Republic. Captain Irvine sent us a 
boat losing a man in launching. That boat 
took off some of our men. 
The sea was run­ 
ning too high to continue the work of rescue, 
but the weather moderating the Republic 
launched a second boat, and our 53 passen­ 
gers and the remaining officers and crew were 
saved. The captain and others lost were 
swept away by the sea that wrecked the ves­ 
sel Wednesday morning, at the beginning of 
the gale. 
Cullen, one of the passengerp, said ho was 
wanted by the British Government to ider 
tify the Phoenix Park assassins. 
The Glamorgan was heavily laden, but the 
value of her cargo is not known.

Three M iners Lose T h eir Lives In a Sn ow - 
slid e . | 
O gden, February 24th,—The exceptionally 
severe winter fcas resulted in a large number 
of enowslides throughout the mining regions 
in tbe mountain districts of U tah, Idaho and 
Colorado. 
So far the less of lite has been 
leBs than usual. 
In the L ittle Cottonwood 
district, near A lta, a snowslide occurred last 
week near the Emm a mine, plunging down 
the mountain side and almost burying the 
town beneath it. 
Two years ago a snowslide 
occurred in the gulcb, east of the town, and, 
running over the Grizzly mines, carried away 
the miners’ boarding houaes, crashing the 
huge logs and timbers as if they were jack­ 
straws and resulting in the death of a num ­ 
ber of persons, the only one escaping being a 
small child in its m othei’s arms, whose body 
protected it from injury. 
A telegram just received from Teller, Col , 
in the mining region of the N orth Park, 
states th at a mail carrier on snowshoes had 
just arrived from the opposite sid9 of the 
range. 
The mail carrier gave an account of 
a terrible Bnowslide th at occurred last week 
at the Tuponis mine, in M iddle Park, by 
which three men lost their lives, a fourth 
having a very narrow escape. 
Four men 
named Flinn, D uty, W illiams and Booth 
were working a t the mine. 
On the day of 
the accident a heavy snow-storm was raging 
a^d the men did not eo to work as usual, r. - 
rosining in their cabin. 
The avalanche oc­ 
curred about 4 o’clock Thursday afternoon. 
Without any warning a vast body of snow 
br ke Ioobs and swept down tho m ountain 
side, carrying everything bjfore it. The cabin 


of the men was completely demolished, the 
inmates being buried beneath the snow and 
debris to the depth of several feet. Flinn was 
tha only one rescued alive ; he was badly used 
up, but his injuries were not fatal. 
He gays 
he heard Duty calling for help and strug­ 
gling for several hours, when everything be­ 
came quiet and be supposed all had escaped 
except himself. 
Flinn was rescued about 
thirty hours after the catastrophe. 
Two men named Rogers and Stokes were 
approaching the cabin at the time of the 
snowslide and discovered it in time to save 
themselves and give the alarm. 
It was sup­ 
posed that the men were all dead, and, unfor­ 
tunately, no effort was made until the next 
day for their recovery.

LOCAL JNTELUGENGE, 


T he M altbt M obdeb C ase. —A lengthy 
communication, leaning very strongly to one 
side, has been received from a Woodland cor­ 
respondent, in relation to the Maltby murder 
case, and to publish which would be in the 
nature of instituting a trial through the news­ 
papers, 
This would not be for the best inter­ 
ests of the defendant, nor io aid of the due 
administration of law. The R ecord-U nion 
in the absence of facte has carefully avoided 
publishing anything of sensatioual character 
about the matter, or any statements tending 
to produce a prejudgment of the case. 
All 
persons, even if charged with crime, are pre­ 
sumed by the law to be innocent until the con­ 
trary is preven, and should so be regarded by 
the public. The publication of communica­ 
tions, or supposed facts, either in favor or 
agaiost parties accused oi crime, tends at 
best, under our defective system of selecting 
juries, to disqualify the entire reading and 
thinking portion of the public as jurors, upon 
the ground of their having “ read statements 
about the case in the newspapers, and formed 
an opinion." 
As to a jury selected from per­ 
sons who in this age ao not read the papers, 
an innocent defendant and the people alike 
may well reverentially pray : “ Good Lord 
deliver us.” For this reason the efforts of any 
paper in a case like the present one, without 
the possession of any facts whatever, to en­ 
deavor to extend into columns in length, long 
drawn out shadows of rumors and ghostly 
speculations of theories, for sensational pur­ 
poses, even under the guise and pretense of 
“ newspaper enterprise,” is reprehensible in 
the eyes of a discriminating public, and as 
un journalistic as detrimental to the cause of 
justice. 


A S erious A f f a ir .—Early Last evening 
Eddie Slovene, aged 10 years, a son of E. M. 
Stevens, was brought to his home with a 
small pistol-ball lodged in his neck. The 
boy, with a half dozen others, was near the 
corner 
of 
Twelfth and G streets, and 
were discussing the question of going across 
the levee for some purpose. 
One etory is 
that the Stevens boy refused to go, when 
another boy, named Karl Fuchs, aged about 
12 years, a son of Peter Fuchs, who had in 
his possession a small 22 caliber pistol, said, 
“ If you don’t go, I ’ll shoot you.” They 
then got to scuffling, and the pistol was dis­ 
charged. The bell entered the boy’s mouth, 
and, passing through his tongue, lodged some­ 
where near his right ear. 
A physician "was 
near the scene of the shooting and attended 
the boy to his home. 
Another physician 
was called, and ibsy agreed that the bali 
could not be extracted until the boy became 
calmer. 
There are contradictroy stories in 
regard to the shooting, the Stevens boy 
claiming that the shooting was iutentional on 
the part of the other boy, while the Fuchs 
boy says the pistol was in the wounded boy’s 
hand when discharged. 
The stories cf the 
wituessses do net agree much better, but it is 
probable the piatoi was unintentionally dis­ 
charged' in the senfflr, as there appears to 
have been no angry feelings on the part of 
anyone, nor had there been any previous 
difficulty.

REFORM. 


Madame Ellmenreich appeared at the M et­ 
ropolitan Theater again Saturday afternoon 
and evening in “ Adrienne Lecouvreur ” to 
large houses, and last night in parts of that 
play and one act of “ Mary Stuart,” giving 
the same unbounded satisfaction as on the 
previous nights. She baB given us a rare 
treat, but the pleasure has been sadly marred 
each night by a local custom among our play­ 
goers that has been growing worse and worse, 
until the time has arrived when managers 
should put an end to it. The custom re­ 
ferred to is the constant habit that many 
people have of coming in late, thus losing the 
scene themselves and preventing 
those who do desire to hear what is said upon 
the stage from doing so. This unmannerly 
and unwarrantable practice is more noticea­ 
ble in such plays aa “ Mary Stuart,” where 
the 
dialogue in the very 
first 
act is 
of the essence of the piece, than in specialty 
performances, hut there is no excuse for it at 
any time. 
On Thursday evening it was after 
half-past 8 before the last of the audience 
was seated in the dress circle, aud as the cur­ 
tain rose at 8, upon a scene in which the 
great artist came on almost immedialely, 
most of the audience were deprived of the 
pleasure of hearing tbat portion of the dia­ 
logue which furnishes the foundation for a 
perfect understanding cf what follows. 
The 
question has heretofore been asked, “ W hat 
are you going to do about it, if people will 
come late?” The reply is, let managers do 
what is done in many of the prominent thea­ 
ters in the East. <That is, after the curtain 
has risen let all persons who come in remain 
in the lobby or the waiting-room, and not 


p -,bs down the aisles to their seats until the 
curtain falls at the close of the first act. This 
is nothing new in well-conducted theaters, 
and would scon teach the class of people re­ 
ferred to that the rights of all who pay their 
money to hear the play will be protected, and 
not sacrificed to the vanity of those who de­ 
sire to display fine clothes, or who for any 
other reason habituhily enter the theater 
after the curtain rises.

"LILLIE DRVSREUX BLAKE, 


SOCIAL REFORMER. 


Lillie Devereux Bl&ke H-aa born in Raleigh, 
liorth Carolina, in Au^nat, 1835. Her father, 
George Devoren v, was a wealthy Southern 
geatloinan of I.ieh descent. 
Her mother’s 
maiden name was Sarah Rüzabeth Johnson, 
of Stratford, Conn., a descendant of William 
Samuel Johnson, who was one of the first 
two Senators from that State. 
Both her 
parents were descended from Jonathan Ed­ 
wards. 
Her father died in 1837, and the 
widow subs-quantly removed to New Haven, 
Conn., where she was well known for her 
large and generous hospitality. 
Her daugh­ 
ter, the future favorite writer and lecturer, 
was a much-admired belle, and in 1855 was 
married to Frank Uimted, a lawyer of Phila­ 
delphia, with whom she lived two years in St. 
Louis, Mo. 
Mr. Umsted died in 1859, and 
his widow, who had written sketches for 
Harper's Magazine and published a novel 
called " Southwold,"’ from that date contri­ 
buted largely to leading newspapers and mag­ 
azines. 
In 1866 she married GrenfiU Blake, 
of New York city. 
In 1872 Mrs. Blake pub­ 
lished “ Fettered for Life,” a novel designed 
to show the legal disadvantages of women. 
She has been known as one of the leading ad­ 
vocates of the enfranchisement of her sex 
since 1870, and has wilt.en much in tho news­ 
papers on the subject, sim e that date. 
Her 
energetic advocacy has, moreover, taken the 
form of eloquent public speech in lectureBand 
addresses a!m:st innumerable. 
As a public 
speaker, she has taken a prominent part in 
variuus political campaigns in New York and 
other States, the rights of women the leading 
subject cf her addressee.
